TOWN OF SULLIVAN 
Selectmen’s Letter 


The Board of Selectmen, Richard Labadie, Michael Carney and |, have had a fruitful year with a minimum of 
problems in the Town. The major issues of 2004 generally revolved around revaluation, land use and dogs. So | 
guess you can see that there were few serious problems when dog related problems are on the “top three list”. 


Fiscally, 2004 has been a good year for the Town of Sullivan. As you know, our entire town and all of its 
departments operate on a budget, which absorbs only a fraction of your tax dollar. | am happy to report again 
this year that the town departments have done an exceedingly good job of keeping their budgets close to those of 
last year. It is through the responsible and conscientious efforts of our department heads and a number of you 
good citizens who have worked on a voluntary (without pay) basis that this has been and is possible. Our 
departments have diligently sought and received grants, which have helped to reduce the cost to our citizens. 
Unfortunately, energy costs are the one area over which we have little control and have resulted in budget 
increases. 


The various town departments also have needs. A number of years ago, we (the citizens) responsibly recognized 
that departments would occasionally have very large needs and, to lessen the impact, we started a number of 
capital reserve funds. These funds enable us to have all or a portion of the required money set aside when such 
need arises. This system has continued to work well and we have been able to obtain a new Police Department 
cruiser, a new Highway Department backhoe loader, and for our Volunteer Fire and Rescue Department a newer 
rescue truck in 2002 and a new “pumper” (fire truck) in 2003. The good planning and saving by the citizens of 
Sullivan have made this possible and with an insignificant impact on our town tax rate. We are hopeful that our 
citizens will continue to support these beneficial capital reserve funds. We urge the citizens of Sullivan to carefully 
review the Monadnock Regional School District Budget and continue to monitor its spending as it represents the 
greatest portion of your tax dollar. 


As you know, Sullivan has a “volunteer government” where participation is primarily for the benefit of the general 
citizenry. Some positions offer token compensation but the reward of these jobs is the knowledge that you have 
helped your neighbors and made improvements to your community. In 2004, there continued to be an increase in 
the interest and participation of our citizens in the various functions of town government. These citizens have found 
their participation makes a positive difference and that everyone benefits from an increased level of participation. 
Currently there are still positions in our government and its boards that need to be filled. | am encouraging our 
citizens to become more active participants. For the investment of a few hours each month, you can make a 
difference to your community and our Town. Anyone interested in participating in the town government should 
contact the Board of Selectmen. 


The most significant event of 2004 was the revaluation of the entire Town. This activity is mandated by the State 
and is necessary to assure the fairness of our taxation. Revaluation of the Town has been completed and most 
citizens have found the impact to be minimal. Those, who believed there have been errors, have filed applications 
for abatements. The one segment of our citizenry, which has been negatively impacted by revaluation, is our 
elderly. Because of the “mathematical effect” of revaluation, the benefit that the elderly received from the Elderly 
Exemption was severely reduced. We have analyzed this situation and have generated a Warrant Article that will 
change the exemption amounts and rectify this situation. We strongly urge that the Town of Sullivan adopt this 
change.

The Moderator called the 216th Annual Meeting to order at 7:00PM Wednesday, March 19 at the Town Hall to act upon 
the Warrant Articles. 


Article 3: Voted by voice vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $124,435 to defray Town charges for the ensuing year. 


Article 4: Voted by voice vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $168,575 for the maintenance of highways and bridges 
for the ensuing year as follows: $122,130.43 to be raised by taxation and $46,444.57 to be designated from the Highway 
Block Grant. 


Article 5: Voted by voice vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $62,000 for the reconstruction and resurfacing of 
bituminous surfaced roads. 


Article 6: Voted by voice vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $40,650 for the operation of the Police Department as 
follows: $40,050 to be raised by taxation and $600 to be designated from the fund balance (surplus). 


Article 7: Voted by voice vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $21,000 for the operation of the Fire and Rescue 
Department. 


Article 8: Voted by voice vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $15,000 for deposit into the Capital Reserve Fund for 
Reconstruction and Resurfacing of Bituminous Surfaced Roads. 


Article 9: Voted by voice vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $12,100 to provide and maintain Public Library services 
and authorize the Library Trustees to receive and use supplemental funds as provided. 

Article 10: Voted by voice vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $12,000 for deposit into the Capital Reserve Fund for 
Revaluation. 


Article 11: Amendment to reduce Article 11 to zero; failed on a voice vote. Voted by voice vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $7,000 for the purchase of new pagers and portable radio equipment to be utilized by the Fire Department. 


Article 12: Voted by voice vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,350 for deposit into the Capital Reserve Fund for 
Fire Equipment Vehicles. 


Article 13: Voted by voice vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for deposit into the Capital Reserve Fund for 
Police Cruiser.

Article 18: Voted by voice vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500 for the operation of the Conservation 
Commission. 


Article 19: An amendment to increase Article 19 to the sum of $2,500 passed on a voice vote. Voted by voice vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $2,500 for deposit into the Capital Reserve Fund for Major Repairs to Town Buildings. 


Article 20: Voted by voice vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500 for deposit into the Capital Reserve Fund for 
Cemetery Expansion. 


Article 21: Voted by voice vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 for deposit into the Forest Fire 
Equipment /Liability Trust Fund and to authorize the Selectmen to act as agents to expend the trust. 


Article 22: Voted by voice vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,000 for the purpose of paying Southwestern Mutual 
Aid System for o study and improvements made to the communications system. 


Article 23: Voted by voice vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $600 for the operation of the Recreation Committee. 


Article 24: An amendment to reduce Article 24 to zero failed on a voice vote. Voted by voice vote to establish a Capital 
Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of Land Conservation and to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $500 to be deposited into this fund and to appoint the Selectmen as agents of the Town to make withdrawals from said 
fund. . 


Article 25: Voted by voice vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $400 for the operation of the Sullivan Office of 
Emergency Management. 


Article 26: Voted by voice vote to accept the reports of the Agents and Committees as printed within the Town Report. 


Selectman Richard Labadie thanked Elva Frazier for 12 years of service to the Town as Treasurer; those in attendance gave 
thanks with an applauding standing ovation. 


Planning Board Chairman Stephen Hamilton stated, “The past year certainly was a challenging year” and thanked all the 
dedicated members who served the Planning Board throughout the year. Mr. Hamilton announced that Bob Switzer had 
developed a town website which is up and running. 


Timothy Aho, newly elected School Board member, stated that he is looking forward to hearing from townspeople regarding 
how to better educate our children and stay within our budgets. 


Fire Chief Neil Henry Jr. thanked the volunteer members of the Fire Rescue Department. 


Selectman Richard Labadie gave thanks to Mrs. Dorothy Lester for her donation to the Town of an upright piano. The piano 
was purchased by the mother of Hazel Grimes during 1917 at the time when Hazel’s brothers had entered the military 
service. The piano had been given to Mrs. Lester and she has enjoyed the piano for many years. Mrs. Lester felt the Town 
Hall to be an appropriate home for the piano as it has resided within the Town ever since 1917. The piano is currently in 
the large room in the lower level of the Town Hall. 


Conservation Commission Chairman Roger Sweet gave thanks to the folks who helped clean up the roadsides during the past 
spring and fall. 


Thanks were given to the Highway Department for well-maintained roads.

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Highway Department Report 


Winter 

The first few months of 2004 were cold with many nuisance storms, only accumulating snow five inches or less. The little snow 
cover combined with below zero temperatures resulted in frozen culverts that had to be thawed several times during the 
winter months. The vehicles were maintained, as was the road broom. Some of the brush along Gilsum Road and Apple Hill 
Road was cut. 


March 
Road weight restriction signs were posted on March 1. Waterways were opened and we began laying 1 12” stone on some 
sections of the gravel roads. The last week of March brought five inches of rain with strong winds. 


April 
The first road grading of the spring season took place on April 8. By the end of the month all gravel roads had been graded. 


May 

Paved roads were swept. A boom mower was rented to finish cutting the roadside brush that we were unable to complete 
during the past fall. The under drain was finished on Valley Road and guardrail was installed at Meetinghouse Brook during 
the last two weeks of May. 


June 

We worked on road shoulders, set grades and filled in the low spots with gravel on Valley Road, preparing phases II and | 
for pavement. FW Whitcomb paved the section of Valley Road during the last week of June; they applied 1,972.18 ton of 
asphalt on approximately 4000’ of road. 


July 
The month of July was spent adding gravel to and grading roads. The ditches were cleaned at Woodbury’s Hill on South 
Road. 


August 

A tree service was contracted to remove hazardous trees at the Civil War Monument, Hubbard Road, Ferry Brook Road, and 
Bowlder Road. Hard-pack was applied to the shoulders of new pavement on Valley Road. During the third week of August 
we cleaned the ditches alongside Apple Hill Road. 


September 
Sections of Church Street, Apple Hill Road, and Old Concord road were grader-shimmed. 4000 gallons of oil and sand were 
used to seal Church Street, Apple Hill Road, Heights Lane and a section of Old Concord Road. 


October 

Grading was once again performed on the busiest gravel roads. Sand for the winter months was put up and covered. Two 
concrete slabs were poured near the Highway Garage; one for the old fire station building and the other for a fuel storage 
building. The banks along Ellis Road and Valley Road were sloped prior to being seeded, fertilized, and mulched. 


November 

During November the banks on upper Bowlder Road were dug out make room for snow storage. Gravel was added in work 
areas. The old fire station was set on its new foundation and then received new roofing and siding. The hangar for the 
sander was stained to match the Highway Garage. Vehicles, plows and sanders were readied for the winter weather. 


December 
November and early December brought a few dustings of snow. We received the first plow able snow (8”) on December 20. 


As always, sand is available for your walkways and driveways at the highway garage.

Well it is that time of year again, when we look back on the past year and see how many calls the Police Department 
answered. It was a busy year. We answered 637 calls, up from 416 in 2003. 243 calls came into the Police Station, 
216 calls came into my home phone with the remainder from Cheshire County Dispatch via radio. We also received 
over 700 faxes and 249 e-mails. 


Once again, animal complaints topped the list with 51. There were seven domestic disputes, eighteen automobile 
accidents, seven juvenile cases, and five assists to other police departments. We also made eleven arrests on various 
charges. The remaining calls for a variety of different reasons. For example, we assisted motorists, answered 
ambulance and fire calls, attempted to locate people, gathered information for the District and County Attorneys from 
other states, and so on and so forth. 


In April, Jason Yarosz joined the Sullivan Police Department after completion of required training. Jason is a very 
dedicated young man and a great asset to the department. By now, most of you have met him. If you have not had the 
fortune, Jason will be at the Town Meeting. 


| would like to express my appreciation and gratitude to everyone in Town for the assistance they have given the Police 
Department during the past year. If you have any needs with which we can help, do not hesitate to call the Police 
Station (847-3100), my home (847-9728), or Dispatch (911 or 355-2000).

Fire and Rescue Department 


As 2004 has come to a close, | am sitting here thinking on how best to describe what a fantastic year 2004 was for the Town 
of Sullivan and for the Sullivan Fire & Rescue Department (SFR). The highlight and most exciting event of 2003 was the 
delivery of our new pumper in November. This excitement carried over into 2004 as the membership completed training and 
certification on the new truck. Then, on January 15 and 16 this training and the new pumper were put to the test in back-to- 
back mutual aid calls to Nelson and Marlow. On these two calls alone, over 143 man-hours were spent in sub zero 
temperatures supplying water to engines and tankers. The performance of both the members and the new truck was flawless. 
The performance of the new truck only added to the excitement and feeling of accomplishment of the Department. Little did 
we know then what the remainder of 2004 would hold in store for us; throughout the year we were constantly surprised. 


The most important accomplishment during 2004 was the certification of seven members as Fire Fighter Level 1, adding the 
five who had already completed this training. In addition, new equipment obtained through grants, donations and many long 
hours of plain old hard work has resulted in your fire department being better equipped now than at any time in the 
department's history. The members are proud and at the same time we are still amazed by at all that transpired in 2004. In 
a nutshell, the Town now has seven new certified firefighters, an air bag lifting kit for vehicle rescues, new high strength step 
cribbing, a new high pressure Mark Ill forestry pump, one mobile and one stationary cascade system for refilling our SCBA 
cylinders, new 100 watt digital radios in each vehicle, two new AED's (one to be placed in the Police Cruiser and one at the 
Store) and, finally, a complete set of the "Jaws of Life". There will be more on these topics later on in this report. 


At the end of last year's Town Meeting | was asked if it would be possible to include in this year's report the "value" of the 
volunteer time, grants and donations made to and received by the Department, so to that end, throughout this report | will 
attempt to place an approximate dollar value to these items. We would like to thank you, the residents of Sullivan for your 
continued support and for allowing us to serve this community. Through this report, | hope to share with you some of our 
accomplishments and the surprises of 2004. Even though this report is quite lengthy, it still will not cover all of the year’s 
events in great detail. 
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The calls 

In 2004, the Department responded to a total of 76 emergency and non-emergency calls. This is another new record for the 
Sullivan Fire and Rescue Department. The previous record of 72 was set in 2002. In past years, the majority of calls were for 
Emergency Medical Services (EMS). This year, that number was 36, or less than half of all calls. We are now seeing more 
Fire & Fire/Rescue related calls such as motor vehicle accidents, which increased from 4 in 2003 to 11 in 2004. Forestry Calls 
remain low due to weather conditions and your continued efforts to be safe with outdoor burning. Again this year the 
Department is pleased to say that there was adequate staffing on all calls, the result of which meant no re-tones or requests 
for mutual aid coverage due to poor Sullivan turnout. The following is a breakdown of the 2004 calls handled by the 
department. 
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The hours 


In 2004, the members of SFR donated over 6670 man-hours to the town in response to calls, training and the operation of the 
Department. These include: 


FIRE & RESCUE CALLS: 745 hrs. TRAINING: 1245 hrs. 
FIRE FIGHTER 1 TRAINING: 1400 hrs. DEPARTMENT OPERATIONS: 3025 hrs. 
FACILITY MAINTANENCE/IMPROVEMENTS: 255 hrs. 


The time associated with Fire & Rescue calls includes all emergency and non-emergency calls from the time the call is received 
to the time all apparatus are back in service ready for the next call. Fire Fighter 1 training is solely the time spent by seven 
members on that one training certification. Regular Training includes all other training and drills.) Department Operations 
includes the Officers hours, grant writing and other work details and special projects. Facility Maintenance is solely the hours 
donated to maintain and/or improve the Station. Using $8 per hour (the average wage paid by several regional 
departments) for calls, training and operations and $16 per hour for facility maintenance work, the value of time donated to 
the Town by the membership is approximately $55,400! 


The training 

In 2004, with training as our number one priority, the members continued to increase their knowledge and improve their skills. 
First and foremost was the certification of six new Fire Fighters and one re-certification (an old dog (me) learning a few new 
tricks). | would like to thank and congratulate the following members for dedicating the time away from family necessary for 
this achievement: Michelle Babcock, Craig Cashman, John Copeland, Bob Guyette, Cheryl Labadie and Jim Long. In addition, 
these and other members also participated in Regional Training, Meadowood Fire School and in-house training programs. For 
one training event, SFR hosted the N.H. Fire Academy Live Fire Burn Trailer for area departments, a two-day training session. 
The Burn Trailer utilizes live fire to simulate the severe conditions (extreme heat, smoke, etc.) that firefighters will likely face 
when responding to emergencies. Other highlighted programs included additional live fire training, Auto Extrication, Self 
Contained Breathing Apparatus training, Forestry training, EMS training, Triage, pump training, Rapid Intervention Team (RIT) 
training, and training on our new Cascade System and Jaws of Life. 


The department 

Department operations continue to account for most of the hours of SFR. As in past years, grant writing continues and we are 
pleased to say that this year it finally paid off. The Town received seven grants with awards and equipment totaling over 
$65,000.00. Hundreds of hours were then spent writing the grant requests, participating in programs that were required in 
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order to even request the grant, working on the final details to obtain the funding and finally, putting the systems in place and 
purchasing the new equipment. At times, it was a very frustrating and tedious process, but well worth the effort in the end. 


Other than the spending many hours climbing over mountains of paperwork and filing call reports for each incident, the 
members also participated in activities during Fire Prevention Week with ending with a program at the Sullivan School, our 
annual Holiday Ride around and, again this year, we were at the Pumpkin Festival in Keene for our annual fundraising event. 


Many hours went into facility maintenance this year. We replaced one exterior door and frame, repainted the walls and 
floor, added a small kitchen area and remodeled the bathroom. We finished the radio room, added a locked storage area 
above the radio room and added a containment room to the station used to house our heating oil tank. 


Additionally, there were many hours of weekly maintenance by the members that are unaccounted for in this report such as 
snow removal, washing apparatus, vehicle inspection reports after each use, numerous trips to Keene to replenish O2 and EMS 
supplies, as well as house keeping duties. 


Our parking situation behind the station has improved significantly, thanks to Randy Smith and Paul Yawarski of our Highway 
Department who provided their time and expertise, and the State Highway Department for providing fill removed from 
projects along Route 9. Numerous attempts were made to persuade the Beavers to relocate their dam behind the station; 
however, to this date, the Beavers remain the victors. This spring we will again take up the challenge to open the road to the 
Town farm. With the rise of the water table due to the previously mentioned critters, many of the large pine trees located 
between the station and Town Hall had begun to die and the root systems were becoming unstable. As the trees now posed a 
hazard to the Station and Town Hall, they were removed this fall. 


Equipment Upgrades 

As | mentioned at the beginning of this report, 2004 was a year filled with surprises, and we still find it quite unbelievable as 
to the number of grants and equipment we received. Without going into lengthy detail it is difficult to explain exactly how 
much this equipment will benefit the Town of Sullivan and its advantages, along with the independence that it brings to the 
Department. First, the results of the grants. 


The first two grants received were actually started in 2003 and are part of monies made available through Homeland 
Security Grants | & Il, administrated by the State. These grants were direct reimbursements for purchases of equipment, (from 
an authorized list) related to improving Homeland Security. There were not very many items from the list that fit within the 
amount of our award or, more importantly, the scope of our operations. We were, however, allowed to pool both awards 
from Homeland | & Il for a total of $3,829.37. With these funds we purchased three air bag pads and an air controller 
console used for heavy lifting during rescue situations. These bags are capable of lifting over twenty tons. 


The third grant was the 2004 Volunteer Fire Assistance Grant made available through the U.S, Forest Service to improve fire 
protection for rural towns. This grant was a 50/50 cost share grant and our award was the maximum of $1500.00. With 
these funds we purchased a Mark Ill high-pressure forestry pump. This is a multi stage pump capable of supplying water at 
high pressure over great distances or and up steep elevations. 


The monies for the fourth grant were again part of the Homeland Security Grants | & Il, which were retained by the State for 
a statewide radio upgrade of emergency service agencies such as fire departments. From this grant we received five digital 
mobile radios for the apparatus at a cost of approximately $3500 each, plus $100 each for their installation, for a total 
award of approximately $18,000. These radios will now allow improved communications locally and between departments in 
any part of the state. In order to receive these funds, many hours were spent completing numerous surveys and the 146 page 
NH Threat Assessment. 


The fifth grant was through the State for two Automatic External Defibrillators (AED) and the associated CPR/AED training. 
With the opportunity to receive two units at no cost to the town, we decided to request these two units for placement in the 
community. On completion of the required training, one of these life-saving units has been placed at the Sullivan Country 
Store and the second is located in the Police Cruiser. Where the Police Department responds to the same emergencies as the 
Fire Department, and is often first on the scene, we felt that, coupled with training, the placement of an AED in the cruiser 
would be an asset to the Town. Placing the second unit at the store provides access to all members of the community. We 
would like to thank Trish & Tim Patnode from the Sullivan Country Store; Carl & Carlene Wheeler and Jason Yarosz from the 
Police Department for taking the required CPR/AED training. These units are valued at $1400 each and the award for 
training is $1000, a total award of $3800. 


Grant number six was the Federal Emergency Management Administration Grant for $23,772. Over the years we have 
applied for this grant and had always received the standard rejection letter. So, this summer, when we did not receive that 
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letter our anticipation started to rise as we had made it through the first round. We then received a request for the Town's 
banking information and, although the application was still not approved, our excitement grew even more. Then, finally, at the 
end of the summer, our dream became a reality. We were approved and received funding to purchase two Cascade Systems 
with a high-pressure air compressor. One system is now located in the station and the second is on the Rescue. The cascade 
system includes a compressor (located in the station), a series of high-pressure cylinders and filling stations used for breathing 
air in our Self Contained Breathing Apparatus. This system now affords us many advantages both on the fire ground and for 
training. Prior to the arrival of this system, we would have to rely on a Mutual Aid Company to supply breathing air at a fire. 
When training at night, we also had to restrict the use of bottled air so there would be enough air to cover our needs during 
emergencies. At the end of night training sessions we would have to travel to the Keene Fire Department to get the bottles 
refilled. This was often an inconvenience for members of the Keene Department due to the late hour. Now, we have the 
ability to train whenever we choose and for as long as desired, AND, we now have the ability to respond Mutual Aid with this 
unit to surrounding communities (part of the reason we qualified for this grant). 


Now for the last and final grant, number seven. Through the State and U.S. Fire Administration, | have applied for twenty (the 
maximum), ten-year battery smoke alarms. These should arrive early this year. This program is designed to get smoke alarms 
to those residents with the greatest need. The Department will install the alarms free of charge and also handle the 
paperwork. The value of these units is estimated at $300. 


So, that accounts for the grants and about $50.000.00 of surprises; now, for the remaining $15,000 worth of excitement and 
by far the most unexpected surprise of all - The "Jaws of Life" 


Over the past few years the department has developed a great relationship with Charlie Poirier of Firematic Inc., our main 
equipment vendor. For quite some time we had often talked about getting a set of "Jaws" for Sullivan but the cost was far 
beyond our reach and difficult to justify. During the installation of the new Cascade System, also purchased through Firematic, 
we were informed by Charlie that Sullivan would be the new owner of a set of "Jaws" at a minimal fee (the cost of servicing 
and repair parts). The Hurst "Jaws of Life," as they are known, are portable hydraulic tools used mainly during vehicle 
rescues. The set consists of a high-pressure spreader, cutter, and power unit. The spreader is designed to either pry or crush 
objects. The cutter is designed to cut through metal such as a vehicle's corner posts. A gas-powered, high-pressure hydraulic 
pump powers both tools. When Charlie learned that he would be taking these tools as a trade in and, even though he did not 
know at the time what condition the tools were in, he thought of many discussions he had had with Sullivan personnel about 
acquiring "Jaws.” Although they are one of the first series made by Hurst and the power unit did not run when Charlie picked 
up the equipment, the tools themselves are in almost new condition - they served as back up tools at a large Massachusetts 
Fire Department and were rarely used. Scott Lake & Mike Blanchard met Charlie one afternoon and brought the tools to 
Sullivan. The power unit was still not operating properly but after cleaning the carburetor and putting in fresh gas, the power 
unit was starting on the first pull and running smoothly by 10 P.M. that evening. We have estimated that for Sullivan to 
purchase refurbished tools and related equipment such as ours we would be looking at a price tag of $15,000 - $18,000, yet 
our cost for these tools was under $1000. 

But that is still not the end of the story. On his own time and at his own expense, Charlie then traveled from his home in Rhode 
Island to Sullivan one cold Wednesday evening to conduct a four-hour, hands-on, training class on our new "Jaws". In an 
emergency situation, where every moment may be critical to a patient trapped in a vehicle crash, the "Jaws" are an essential 
tool for speeding up the extrication process. It is hard for me to express just what these tools mean to the Town and the 
gratitude we have for all of Charlie's efforts in obtaining these tools for us. 


The following equipment was purchased from the 2004 budget. 


In December we added automatic tire chains known as "On-Spots" to the rescue. These were purchased and installed through 
Emergency Vehicles of Maine. With the flip of a switch, the chains are deployed under the rear wheels and rotate with the 
wheel, as the truck is moving. This is a large time-saver over having to constantly mount or remove traditional tire chains 
depending on weather conditions. 


The Department purchased a Ventmaster saw and spare chain used for roof ventilation. The Ventmaster is a heavy-duty chain 
saw equipped with a blade depth gauge and carbide-tipped blade capable of cutting through materials such as asphalt 
shingles, wood framing, metal roofs and doors. 


From Warrant Article #11 of 2004 we purchased the 15 new Motorola Minitor IV pagers and 4 Motorola portable radios. 


Other equipment purchased in 2004 includes a replacement tank liner for our second "Port-A-Tank,” increasing our storage 
capacity by 1500 gallons. A low-level strainer for the Pumper used in combination with the Port-A-Tanks, large diameter 
adapters & connectors for the Pumper, a heavy-duty step chock for use with the Jaws, various EMS equipment, four voice 
amplifiers that will be attached to our SCBA masks for better communications between firefighters wearing the masks during 
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operations and, through the Sullivan Office of Emergency Management, we are now equipped with a basic Triage Kit for use 
during mass-casualty incidents such as a motor vehicle accident involving a school bus in town or for Mutual Aid calls to the 
surrounding communities where many victims need to be sorted quickly according to the most critical needs. 


Looking ahead at 2005 

In the past few years, the Town has made great strides to bring the Fire Department up to today's standards; both in fire 
equipment and, more importantly, training. Due to the financial burden we realized that this could not be done all at once so 
each year we have attempted to correct just a few issues. At the 2005 Town meeting we will be asking you to consider three 
Warrant Articles as well as a budget increase. 


The first is an article for $3500, to be used for the purchase of new 2-1/2" hose. It is now time to replace all of the hose 
purchased in 1975, about 1,200 feet. The majority of this hose is no longer suitable for the high pressures required for fire 
ground operations due to rot or cracks in the lining, and has been taken out of service for safety reasons. This has left us 
dangerously low on 2-1/2" hose. 


The second article will request $2000 to be added to the Breathing Apparatus Capital Reserve. These funds are used for 
future purchases and for the required testing of the apparatus and bottles. 


The third article will be for $5,350 for deposit in the Capital Reserve for Fire Department Vehicles. 
Separately, we will be asking you to approve a budget increase this year for a number of reasons. 


First, is the increase in the cost of heating oil. In the past we have paid for winter heating oil from two separate budgets. 
September - December from one year, then January - April on the following year's budget. In the 2003-2004 year, we took 
a big hit on the cost of oil by paying the going rate. We have since taken steps to rectify this problem by increasing our 
storage capacity and locking in the price from bids on a "Piece of the Tank". The increase to the budget for oil will allow us to 
purchase a year's supply at a fixed rate. 


Next is an increase for building maintenance. We need to upgrade our lighting in the original station bays by replacing old 
ballasts as was done in the Library or replace the lighting altogether. This lighting has not been upgraded since it was 
installed in the station in 1974. At this time, only one out of three lights is in working condition. 


Training is the next area where we are looking an increase. Even the best equipment is useless without the knowledge and 
skills necessary to use it. SFR is committed to obtaining the best training possible and strives for continuous improvement in its 
training programs. Continuous improvement does not stop when a certification has been achieved; it is a constant process. This 
year, we have a number of members who will need to re-certify, as First Responders and others will go on to become 
Emergency Medical Technicians. Others will take the Fire Fighter | course or other training. There are many valuable courses 
that come along after the budget has been created but we are forced to pass over these training opportunities due to budget 
constraints. This increase will allow us the flexibility to sign up for a few of these courses or contract with local instructors for 
specialized training as needed. 


We are also asking for an increase for vehicle repair. Our Tanker, the 1975 International, is in need of a complete exhaust 
system and bodywork. This bodywork is for repairs to the compartments and undercarriage, not for cosmetic reasons. The 
budget increase is also to cover maintenance such as annual pump testing of both the Pumper and Tanker as well as 
preventative maintenance and upgrades for the Rescue and Squad. 


Finally, is new equipment. Each year we continue to upgrade the member's protective clothing, and replace worn out or 
damaged items. In 2005 we would like to continue this practice with the purchase of two or three sets of turnout gear. Each 
set costs approximately $1500. In addition, we would like to upgrade two of our fire nozzles to fully utilize our foam 
capabilities on the new Pumper and lastly, purchase an additional set of high-pressure hoses for the new "Jaws". These hoses 
would allow the use of both tools without having to uncouple then re-couple the second tool. 


While we continue to work diligently to keep taxes down, we are also committed to providing the best level of emergency 
response available to the Town of Sullivan. The increase in equipment and training, as described above, has produced a 
significant increase in the Department's capacity to effectively minimize losses in the event of an emergency: whether to cover 
a picture window broken during a storm, treat a victim of severe trauma or minimize losses from a raging fire. Given the 
advancements made and the growing regulatory requirements that cover our responsibilities as firefighters and EMS 
personnel, it WILL cost more money to operate your fire department. We hope that you will support SFR as its members strive 
to find the best reasonable compromise of cost and benefit. We call your attention to the fact that the proposed annual 
budget is well below the typical annual salary of ONE local full-time firefighter. We also ask that you recognize the 
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combined value of volunteer time and the efforts of that time - a value that topped $120,000 in 2004 ($55,400 in donated 
time and $65,000 in grants or donations that resulted from members' efforts) - at a cost to taxpayers of less than $6,500! 
We truly do need your support to provide the level of protection and services that you all expect. 


In closing, | would like the offer my sincere thanks to all the members for their dedication and many hours of service to the 
Town of Sullivan in 2004, and to the members families for your support and help. | would also like to thank the Selectmen, the 
Police and Highway Departments for their help throughout the year. And finally, to the residents of Sullivan, your support has 
enabled this department to grow and evolve into a recognized entity that not many would have dreamed possible just a 
decade ago. 


We thank you for allowing our goals to become a reality.

The Sullivan Public Library maintains its membership with the Nubanusit Library Coop and its video section. The videos we 
circulate due to this membership are popular with our library cardholders in the community. 


This summer we used the State theme Check Out a Hero. Seventeen children read 289 books this summer. Story programs 
were very poorly attended, causing us to reevaluate the summer program offerings. 


The library held its annual town wide reading competition with the Town of Gilsum over the summer. Sullivan won this year 
with 672.5 pounds of library materials read to Gilsum’s 221.5 pounds. Gilsum hosted the ice cream social this year. 


The heavy spring rains caused severe leaks and damage in the new section entry to the building. These damages were 
repaired. 


The library received a gift of two family passes to the Mariposa Museum in Peterborough, NH; however, neither pass was 
used by library members. 
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The library computer operating system was upgraded this summer after numerous difficulties and virus problems. Computer 
usage has increased both with increased demands for Interlibrary loans and by community members. The increased usage of 
the Internet has frequently interfered with the ability to use the phone line to and from the library as we use a dial-up system 
for our Internet connection. 


The light ballasts were replaced and new T8 lamps were installed as per the advice of the electrician last November. In 
addition to the condition and age and of the ballasts, the other reason to replace them was to decrease the library’s use and 
cost of electricity. 


Child Evangelism Fellowship held another 5-day Club at the library this summer. 
Home Healthcare Hospice and Community Services continues to hold a quarterly wellness clinic at the library. The Friends of 
the Sullivan Library and the Trustees of the Sullivan Public Library also hold their meetings at the library. 


The library received a large number of CDs through a class action settlement with the recording industry and several states. 
We were able to add many books and videos to the collection this year through numerous materials donations by community 
members. This generosity is acknowledged with much gratefulness.

Ashuelot River Local Advisory Committee 


2004 Annual Report 


The Ashuelot River Local Advisory Committee (ARLAC) was established in 1994, one year after the Ashuelot 
River was enrolled into the State Rivers Management and Protection Program. Since then, members, nominated by local 
municipal officials and appointed by the Commissioner of the Department of Environmental Services (DES), have been 
educated in a broad array of issues associated with the River and its watershed. It is the hope of the committee to be a 
resource that works well between the interests and concerns of the citizens in the watershed and State authorities. 

The volunteer Ashuelot River water quality monitoring program in conjunction with the DES Volunteer River 
Assessment Program (VRAP) continued for its fourth season. Again, ten sites were sampled along the River’s 64-mile 
length, from Washington to Hinsdale. Analyses were done for E. coli, temperature, pH, total phosphorus, dissolved 
oxygen (DO), turbidity and conductivity, with the City of Keene donating lab services for E. coli. ARLAC members, 
working with community volunteers, participated in a spring training session, leading into a five-month effort of sampling 
once per month from May through September. Donna Hanscom of the Keene Waste Water Treatment Facility, again 
treated ARLAC and monitor volunteers to a summary presentation of the sampling results in November. The Ashuelot 
River continued to maintain its Class B designation of swim able and fishable, violating these standards by high bacteria 
counts only during high water events. ARLAC also supported the Ashuelot Valley Environmental Observatory (AVEO) in 
implementing macro invertebrate monitoring on the River. Continued monitoring and public education will keep the 
Ashuelot River the vital community resource that it is today. 

A regular task for the Committee is to review and comment on state permit applications within the River corridor 
that may have potential impacts on the River. This year we submitted comments on projects proposed in Washington, 
Gilsum, Surry, Keene, and Winchester. These included 4 site-specific applications, 8 wetlands applications, 1 wetlands 
complaint, and 1 shore land protection complaint. ARLAC also interceded or supported citizen efforts in additional 
environmental concerns in Surry, Swanzey and Washington. In addition a paddle on the River in Keene by an ARLAC 
member and AVEO detected a sewage leak into the River that was then corrected by the City. 

ARLAC continues to be involved in dam removal efforts, commenting on the proposal to decommission the Fiske 
Mill Dam in Hinsdale and participating as a member of the Homestead Dam Feasibility Study Advisory Group. This 
group was established to assure public input during the Swanzey Homestead Dam feasibility study performed by the 
consultant team of Vanasse Hangen Brustlin, Inc. The goals are to 1) attain dam safety, 2) provide fish passage, and 3) 
ensure the safety of the Thompson Covered Bridge. 

With input from ARLAC, The Nature Conservancy, in collaboration with the Monadnock Conservancy, Society for 
the Protection of NH Forests, and Southwest Region Planning Commission created a watershed-based land protection 
plan for the Ashuelot Watershed. The Ashuelot Watershed was chosen as a priority area for its large unbroken swaths 
of undeveloped lands, forested areas and conservation land (especially unique south of the White Mts.). This year 
ARLAC began the process of reviewing and updating our Corridor Management Plan and will use these 
recommendations as we continue with our update. 

ARLAC took the opportunity of frozen winter conditions last February to snowshoe the upper reaches of the 
River in Washington and Lempster, and joined the Swanzey Conservation Commission in its annual spring paddle of the 
River in Swanzey. ARLAC encourages everyone to enjoy the beauty of the River in all seasons. 

The Committee meets each month, on the third Tuesday evening in Keene. The Local Advisory Committee invites 
citizens and town officials to contact their local ARLAC representatives or the Southwest Region Planning Commission for 
more information.

Town Forest 

Sullivan respondents to the Planning Board’s household 2003 survey indicated overwhelming support for setting aside tax 
money for land protection, either by increasing the percentage of the Land Use Change Tax accruing to the Conservation 
Commission to 100% or by creating a capital reserve fund for acquiring high priority land. At the March 2004 Town Meeting, 
townspeople almost unanimously voted to create a Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of land conservation. The first 
annual appropriation was $500. 


In the Town Forest, we are trying to keep the old roads from eroding further. Keeping wheeled vehicles off the old roads is 
the first step. Additionally, we had planned to replace a culvert on the old Stoddard Road on the way to the Meeting House 
Rock during the summer of 2003. Wet weather had postponed those plans until the summer of 2004, when heavy rains again 
postponed this project. A berm the Road Agent had created higher up on the old road in 2003 continues to divert water from 
the road. The beavers, that had plugged up the culvert at the base of the old Stoddard Road in September and then built an 
extensive dam in 2003, continue to patrol their dams. It has been decided to wait for the beavers to run out of food and 
move on rather than to relocate the family. 


Jewett Park 
Stumps were removed from the playground area and the land graded in late summer. Playground equipment is in poor 
condition and needs to be replaced. Brush needs to be burned in the spring of 2005. 


Roadside trash pickups 

In May, more than 50 people helped remove more than a ton of trash from the roadsides, including several large household 
items. At the lunch following the morning's work, volunteers enthusiastically voted for a second annual fall cleanup. In 
October, about 30 townsfolk helped clear the roads of more than 800 pounds of trash, 500 pounds more than the previous 
October. Again, everyone enjoyed the lunch following the morning's work. In recognition of the successful roadside efforts, 
Litter-free New Hampshire contributed 2 more Liberty elms to the town. These were planted along with the 4 previously 
earned, creating an allee leading to the entrance to the Sullivan Cemetery. 


Hikes and trails 

The Maurice Swett Trail leading to the Giant's Cradle dedicated on a June 2003, hike with the Swett family was disrupted by 
a major logging operation in the Olsen Forest. The trail will be re-blazed in the spring of 2005. A connector link has been 
created from Olsen Forest through private property to Bowlder Road near the Otter Brook Preserve parking lot. Anyone can 
now readily hike from Bear Den State Park to Bolster Pond almost completely on protected land. A temporary booklet of 4 
maps of trails of Sullivan protected lands (Winch Forest, Piper, Olsen, and Otter Brook Preserve) is available for perusal at 
the Town Hall and at the Library. The expected update of the Town Master Plan will contain a map of hiking and snowmobile 
trails. 


Hazardous Waste Day 

In 2004, there were 12 days during the fall when Sullivan residents could, without charge, dispose of hazardous materials at 
the Keene Recyclirig Center on Route 12. Dates for 2005 will be announced in the Keene Sentinel and the Sullivan Newsletter. 
It is a good opportunity to rid your household of toxic substances, such as paint and pesticides. 


Wetlands issues 

The only wetlands permit reviews in 2004 were from the NH Department of Transportation for two culvert replacements on 
Centre Street and Route 9. Recognizing the importance of protecting wetlands to protect water quality and quantity as well 
as to maintain wildlife habitat and the natural beauty that makes Sullivan so precious to its residents, the town voters 
approved by a very large majority the addition of a wetlands protection district to the Community Planning Ordinance. 


Conservation lands 

Sullivan enjoys the benefits of the protection of more than 3000 acres through direct ownership by conservation organizations 
(The Nature Conservancy and the Society for the Protection of New Hampshire Forests) and by conservation easements given 
by several local landowners. Most of the protected land is located in the northern part of town and helps preserve the 
watersheds of Otter Brook and the Ashvelot River as significant wildlife habitat. Landowners thinking about protecting their 
properties from future development while continuing to use them for forestry or agricultural activities are encouraged to 
contact the Conservation Commission or one of the local land trusts. The Nature Conservancy has recognized the importance of 
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the Ashuelot River Watershed for protection of water quality and wildlife habitat. One of their focus areas is the headwater 
of Spaulding Brook. 


The Conservation Commission has been working on a Natural Resources Inventory for the town to help town boards think 
clearly about the best use of land. It lists of areas very special to the town for preservation of the town’s rural character and 
for water quality protection will be in the Master Plan update. Members of the commission have completed an analysis of 
aerial photographs that will help place forest types, wetlands, fields, and houses on a map with overlays to be produced by 
Southwest Region Planning Commission. 


School programs in conservation education 

The Conservation Commission continues to support environmental education in the Sullivan Schools, contributing to a small part 
of the Harris Center naturalist educator's salary for time in the Sullivan School and providing some educational materials. The 
Conservation Commission helped students at the Sullivan School build bluebird houses and place them at the edge of the ball 
field. 


Membership and meeting times 

Several Conservation Commission members concerned about forest health went to a workshop on Sudden Oak Death. Fish and 
Game sponsored a workshop on wildlife habitat attended by Commission members, who brought back a series of maps 
showing areas of fragmentation in the Town of Sullivan that affect wildlife habitat. Commissioners attended the State 
organization’s annual meeting to learn more about wetlands issues, invasive species, and land protection. 


The Conservation Commission welcomes new membership, which is now up to 7 regular members and 2 alternates. Meetings 
are held at 7 p.m. every second Tuesday in the Town Hall.

In 2004 we received we received the funds from Homeland Security Grants | & Il that were applied for in 2003. These funds 
were direct reimbursements for equipment purchased for the Fire Department. They totaled $3,475.00 


This year we have started on yet another emergency plan known as the All Hazard Response Plan. This plan will cover what is 
required to notify, coordinate, move and account for all residents of Sullivan in the event of a major incident such as a 
smallpox outbreak where a mass vaccination program would be required. 


This year’s project was concentrated on mass causality incidents. This could be an incident such as a vehicle accident involving 
a school bus or a large chemical spill on the highway. A triage system would then be utilized to sort victims by medical 
priority. This office has provided a triage starter kit to the Fire & Rescue Department for this purpose. The Fire & Rescue 
Department then obtained Triage Training through our contracts with the City of Keene. 


One of the responsibilities of this office is to coordinate the response of the various Town Agencies, Selectmeri, and Volunteers 
during emergencies. This requires a sound working relationship and a willingness to help each other no matter what the task at 
hand. This has been demonstrated time and time again here in Sullivan and | would like to thank everyone for making this 
responsibility the easiest one | have.

2004 was another quiet year for the Forestry Department, with only one brush fire and one illegal burn that required a 
response from the Department to extinguish. Wet conditions this spring and summer kept the fire danger in the Low to 
Moderate range, yet we finished the season with an active fall fire season. The State total for 2004 was 462 fires 
involving 147 acres. 201 of these fires were attributed to debris burning. Arial fireworks pose a real threat to the 
woodlands on days where the fire danger is high. Their use should be limited to class-one fire danger days whenever 


possible. 


At the end of 2003 we applied for and were awarded a $1,500.00 grant from the FY2004 Volunteer Fire Assistance 
program. When these funds became available in 2004 we purchased a Mark III high-pressure portable forestry pump. 
This portable pump has given us the capability of supplying water in remote areas where the trucks are unable to go. 


From Warrant Article 16 we purchased additional personal protective clothing for the members, hose bags for 
transporting hose to remote locations as well as a few lengths of additional 94” mop up hose. 


Reminder: All permits expired on January 1, 2005, and must be renewed. 
Fire permits ARE required for all open burning when the ground is not covered with snow. This includes campfires, 
cooking fires, outdoor fireplaces and the burning of brush. The Department of Air Resources rules state that only 
untreated wood may be burned in brush piles. 


As we still have a few residents burning trash in barrels... 
Please Note: New Hampshire law RSA 125-N: 4, prohibits backyard trash burning. This State law prohibits the burning 
of “combustible domestic waste” in burn barrels or in brush piles. If you have any questions about backyard trash

Master Plan update 

After 25 meetings, the Master Plan Subcommittee of the Planning Board completed a draft revision of the 1995 edition 
in time for a public hearing on January 5, 2005. At that hearing, suggested changes were made, and the board voted 
to adopt the revised version of the Master Plan. The new plan notes the accomplishment of many recommendations 
made in the 1995 plan, including the construction of the new town hall, expansion of the cemetery, relocation of the 
highway department, expansion of the fire station, renovation of the library to include a new room for historical 
information, and adoption of a wetlands protection ordinance. 


Recommendations in the Master Plan of 2005 include: 

e development of a Certificate of Occupancy for all new construction and some types of renovations 
requiring a building permit for all construction over 250 square feet 

encouraging the maintenance and expansion of agricultural use of land 

protection of Sullivan’s special places as identified by: the Conservation Commission 

preservation of certain sites of historic importance 

creation of wider setbacks and buffers to protect Sullivan’ major streams 


development of an open space plan, focusing on protection of critical habitat and connection of protected 
properties 


e building of a salt shed at the highway department to prevent salt residues from further adversely affecting the 
garage and the ground water surrounding it 


e lengthening of library hours to encourage more use of the library by school children 


Subdivisions 

The only major subdivision created considerable interest in the Apple Hill Road area, where the proposed density and 
the slope’s affect on road safety concerned the neighbors. The original proposal for six houses was reduced to four 
after negotiations between the developer and the neighbors. Pending litigation noted in last year’s town report was 
dropped. Concerns about runoff from the original driveway cut continue. Suggestions for greater monitoring of 
vehicular speed on Apple Hill Road were made. 


Under subdivision regulations, a lot line adjustment was effected on Gilsum Road and a voluntary merger of two 
properties was completed on Centre Street. Questions about the conversion of a former small horse barn on the latter 
property into a dwelling unit led to the proposal for a new accessory apartment ordinance, which will be on the March 
2005 ballot for town vote. 


Town website 
Thanks to the efforts of Bob Switzer, the Town has a website at ci.sullivan.nh.us, where anyone can read selectmen and 
planning board minutes, study the Master Plan, and see town maps. 


Meetings and membership 
The Planning Board would welcome interest by citizens in the position of alternate member. The Board’s open meetings 


are held on the first Wednesday of every month at 7 p.m. in the town hall.

In June 1999, the Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) issued Statement No. 34, Basic Financial Statements — 
and Management’s Discussion and Analysis — for State and Local Governments. This statement establishes new financial 
reporting requirements for all state and local governments. It requires new information and restructures much of the 
information that governments have presented in the past. The Town of Sullivan was required to implement this standard for 
the year ended December 31, 2004. 


Statement No. 34 requires a lot of additional information to be gathered by Town personnel in order to present the financial 
statements in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles. The financial statements must now contain a set of 
government-wide statements reported on the accrual basis of accounting, including capital assets and related depreciation; as 
well as fund statements on the modified accrual basis. There are also changes in the classification of trust funds, and funds 
determined to be major are reported in separate columns with all other funds combined. Therefore, the preparation of the 
financial statements is much more time consuming than in past years. 


Also, the Town management must prepare a management’s discussion and analysis which is presented as required 
supplementary information. Although we do not express an opinion on the management’s discussion and analysis, we are 
required to review it. 


Because of all the changes and the resulting additional audit time, we would expect to complete the audit and issue our report 
sometime later in the Spring. We have not identified any material weaknesses in the Town’s accounting systems to date.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR'S COMMUNICATION OF 
REPORTABLE CONDITIONS AND OTHER MATI'ERS 


To the Members of the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Sullivan 
Sullivan, New Hampshire 


In planning and performing our audit of the Town of Sullivan for the year ended December 31, 2003, we considered the 
Town's internal control structure in order to determine the scope of our auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing 
our opinion on the financial statements. Our review of these systems was not intended to provide assurance on the 
internal control structure and should not be relied on for that purpose. 


Under the standards established by the American Institute of Certified Public Accountants, reportable conditions involve 
matters coming to our attention relating to significant deficiencies in the design or operation of the internal control 
structure that, in our judgment, could adversely affect the Town's ability to record, process, summarize, and report 
financial data consistent with the assertions of management in the financial statements. A material weakness is a reportable 
condition in which the design or operation of one or more of the internal control structure elements does not reduce to a 
relatively low level the risk that errors or irregularities, in amounts that would be material in relation to the financial 
statements being audited, may occur and not be detected within a timely period by employees in the normal course of 
performing their assigned functions. Our consideration of the internal control structure would not necessarily disclose all 
matters in the internal control structure that might constitute reportable conditions and, accordingly, would not necessarily 
disclose all reportable conditions that are also considered to be material weaknesses as defined above. 


The following conditions were noted that we do not consider to be material weaknesses: 


Gross Budgeting (repeat comment)

We had noted that the 2002 budget included for the Public Library Fund, only the amount of money to be transferred from 
the General Fund, and nothing for the Conservation Commission Fund. The Municipal Budget Law covering all towns in 
the State provides for gross budgeting for all funds. In 2003, we again noted that the Conservation Commission was not 
included on the budget. Therefore, we again recommend that future annual budget preparation include the total amount to 
be expended from all sources in order to comply with the requirements of the Municipal Budget Law. 


Tav Collector, T oun Clerk (repeda comment) 


We again noted the following conditions during the audit of the records of the Town Clerk/ Tax Collector: 
e The Tax Collector/Town Clerk works out of her home. Money collected is kept in a fireproof safe at her home all 
week until she brings it to the Town Hall for the Treasurer to pick up and deposit. 
e The Tax Collector's recordkeeping is being done manually. Cash receipts are recorded manually in a cash receipts 
journal and then transferred to the warrant books, which is extremely inefficient. 


We again recommend that the following procedures be implemented: 

e While money is kept in a fireproof safe in the Tax Collector/Town Clerk's home, consideration should be given 
to having her make collections at the Town offices. Town services would then be centrally located and provide 
easier access for reconciliation between the Town Treasurer and Bookkeeper. 

e Consideration should be given to automating the tax collection system, utilizing software approved by the 
Department of Revenue Administration. The Tax Collector has a software program available to her, but she is 
not using it. 


This report is intended solely for the information and use of management and others within the administration. This 
restriction is not intended to limit distribution of this report, which is a matter of public record.
